Two communications from the ecbief 
fire guardian were read, one drawing the 
attention of the council to the fact that 
tn consequence of a decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Canada railway compan- 
iex operating under Federal charters are 
exompt from prosecution under the prai- 
rie fires ordinance; but that by a regula- | 
tion of the hoard of railway commission- 
ers every railway company subject to the 
federal authority shall establish and 
maintain on each side of the line and not 
less than three hundred feet from the 
centre of the railway a plowed fireguard 
of not less than sixteen feet in width 
The councillors are instructed to see that 
these regulations are complied with. The 
other communication called upon the 
councillors to rigidly enforce the pro- 
visions of the prairie fires ordinance, as 
the laxity of the enforcement of this ord- 
inance is being taken advantage of, and 
much prairie 
fires this spring. Councillor DS. Melyor 
repoeted that he had heen combating a 
prairie fire all the prevous night.
